HERE arc two trusts that the refomers and 


philanthropists neecj not worry over deep- 


ly. One of these is the chewing gum trust, and 
the other is the brewery trust. 


Xobody needs to chew gum, and no one really 


needs to dring beer. 
Chewing gum certainly is 


deleterious, for it continually deludes the diges- 
tive system into the idea that it is getting some- 
thing to eat, and makes the stomach waste its 
gastric resources on nothing at all.

On 
the other hand, there are many who are harmed 
by it, and it has even been known to induce intox- 
ication.

HAIRMAN CORTELYOU of the Repub- 


lican national committee, who is also the 


dispenser of the enormous patronage of the post- 
office department, has, it is said, aout $400,000 
remaining from the camipaign fund of 1904. This 
probably represents just about the ainount that 
Corlclyou took from the insurance companies' 
trust funds for widows and orphans that year.
